PARIS (AP) 
physicist. Jean Perrin, informed, 
the French Academy of Science 
today his collaborators had dis 
covered what was believed to be 
the 93rd chemical element—a 
substance heavier than uranium. 

The 68-year-old scientist, who is 
president of the academy, said 
the element had been found in 
stable form in minerals contain¬ 
ing uranium, notably pitchblende. 

By using a powerful spectro¬ 
scope, he said, the scientists had 
distinguished four new special 
lines which were believed to have , 
been caused by the presence of 
transuranium, a nucleus whose 
atom would contain 93 positive 
charges. 

Infinitesimal quantities of an 
element as high in the atomic 
scale as transuranium were pro¬ 
duced by artificial radioactivity 
by the Italian physicist Enrico 
Fermi four years ago. Perrin 
said, but in the present case It 
would be in natural and stable 
form and production In appre¬ 
ciable quantities could be hoped 
for. 

Further laboratory experi¬ 
ments were being made, he said. 

Perrin, regarded by many as 
one of the leading physicists in 
the world, established a reputa¬ 
tion at 27 when he attracted at¬ 
tention of scientists by a thesis 
dealing with cathodic and X rays. 

After that he devoted his at¬ 
tention’to Brownian motion, the 
vibratory movement of water 
supposedly caused by atomic dis¬ 
turbances, and to other subjects 
related to the atom.

has been waiting for the outbreak of war 
between Russia and Japan. The world is 
still waiting, because it is not yet aware 
that a second Russo-Japanese war already 
has broken out. 

'This may sound like a sensational ex-1 
aggeration,, but I believe it is a plain state¬ 
ment of fact The technique of waging 
wars has been changing so rapidly,, like 
so many other techniques fn this modern j 
world, that we haw not yet learned to recog- . 
nize a streamlined war when we see it. 

"The second* Russo Japanese \yar infro-J 
duces what may be described as the con- j 
coaled war. This is only one of several 1 
novel types of war which have been pre¬ 
sented recently by Ifigenious designers. It 
is an improvement on the earlier types of 
undeclared wars which ushered in a new 
era in International conflicts. Its -appear¬ 
ance, like other revolutionary innovations, 
has upset earlier techniques and thrown into 
confusion all those concerned with the 
making oX war and peace, including states¬ 
men, politicians, reformers and newspaper 
correspondents. 

“Russia, which claims credit for many 
innovations, did not originate the undeclared 
war. We have seen such wars in Manchuria 
and In China, in Abyssinia and in Spain. 
But Russia took the basic Idpa and made a . 
goodlz-dcal more out of it. Stalin's regime 
was th^ fi rst to discover that a* major war 
can be waged- not only without being de¬ 
clared but even without being noticed.” 

If mosf of us had missed this war to 
which the Po$t writer Introduces us, we 
can watch the march of events and see how | 
they compare with the narrative.

Thirty-five Boathouse and

Owners of 34 houseboats and 
shacks on the Brentwood Bay 
foreshore have been given notice 
to vacate by September 15 and 
remove their buildings from the 
place, J. E. Sladen, secretary- 
treasurer of the Brentwood Bay 
Parks Board, said today. 

This is the first step In the 
board's plan to clean up the 
waterfront at the famous holiday 
spot and fishing centre, and Is 
being met with opposition by 
some of those on whom notice 
has been served. 

Those opposing the order are 
circulating a petition to the gov 
ernment asking that the board be 
restrained from carrying out the 
eviction. OnE house hns been 
there for 30 years, it .Is stated. 

"We realize it may cause a 
little hardship here and there," 
said Mr. Sladen, "but It is for the 
general good of everybody." 

"The board’s plan.” he con¬ 
tinued, ’Ms to clean off all thei 
shacks and hpathouses, as was 
done at Kitsilano Beach in Van¬ 
couver. With the aid of the 
municipality we then propose to 
carry out Improvements along 
the waterfront. 

"I know there are a few of the 
owners opposing it, hut the real- 
dents of Brentwood are solidly 
behind us. They petitioned for the 
formation of the board in the 
first place. 

"We want to be reasonable and 
not too drastic, hut we cannot 
make any exceptions on a thing 
like this If owners do not com¬ 
ply with the order, our powers 
to deal with the situation are 
wide. We can tear the buildings 
down and charge the owners with 
the cost.” 

The board was set up by the 
provincial government a few 
months ago to deal specifically 
with the problem of the Brent¬ 
wood waterfront. Its juHsdiction 
covers the foreshore between high 
and low water marks.
